The company, when full, to 
elect its officers, and be in readiness 
to meet at La Crosse as soon as arms 
and horses can be furnished.

proposed name, ‘Wisconsin 
Tigers,’ 
will indicate the amusement offered. 
“ M. M. POMEROY." 
The above advertisement from the 
La Crosse* Democrat* of April 
26, 
1861, is the only appeal for troops 
that went unanswered in La Crosse 
during the Civil war, according to the 
statements of Grand Army veterans 
yesterday. Memorial day, with all its 
inevitable sadness over the memory 
of dead comrades, also brought vivid 
ly to the minds of the 
grayheaded 
veterans the circumstances surround­ 
ing their enlistment in the Union ar­ 
my, and brought to light many half- 
wistful recollections of youthful en­ 
thusiasm and valor. 
Gave Six Companies 
La Crosse gave six companies to 
the army, all raised between 
the 
spring of 1861 and the winter 
of 
1862. Why "Brick" Pomeroy’s not 
able appeal for tiger cubs was not 
enthusiastically answered is hard to 
tell, unless the explanation of one 
wearer of the bronze button is to be 
accepted: 
"Gray pants and a red shirt and 
three fights a day is a pleasant pros­ 
pect for a young man, but due notice 
of one meal or less makes him think 
twice." 
Be the explanation what it may, 
the fact remains that the Wisconsin 
Tigers never were formed. Pomeroy 
kept the ad standing for a week, but 
the response was so meager he quit 
in disgust. 
Less spectacular appeals for troops 
however, met with 
better success. 
Lincoln’s call for troops was issued 
April 15. 
The next day Governor A. 
W. Randall of Wisconsin supplement­ 
ed it by an appeal to the 
Badger 
state. 
The effect on La Crosse was 
al­ 
most instantaneous. 
A meeting was 
called immediately, and just about 
everybody in the town 
was 
there 
when it came to order in the 
old 
Liederkranz garden. Prominent men, 
among them C. C. W ashburn, A. W. 
Pettihone, General Crosby and John 
M. Levy, addressed the meeting with 
patriotic eloquence, and the temper 
of the cr^wd was not long in doubt.

greeted

speaker, and the resolutions drawn 
up by a committee, 
which recom­ 
mended that La Crosse citizens take 
an active part in the defense of the 
country, were adopted with a shout. 
Money was raised to buy equipment 
for the troops, and enlistment began 
with a rush that very night. 
Light Guard First 
The first company of troops to

La Crosse Light Guard, under Capt. 
Wilson Colwell, for whom the first 
Grand Army post in the city is nam ­ 
ed.
